Association is promoting the passage ol 
a uniform license bill before the stato 
legislature, using every effort to defeat 
the present county government bill, 
which places the control of the liquor 
traffic in the hands of the people of the 
aeveral counties, incorporated towns 
ind cities, and by passing the uniform 
license bill would force the people to 
submit to license in localities where a 
majority have declared or might declare 
lor no license, thereby defeating the 
will of the people in such localities and 
forcing their business into places where 
it is iiow excluded; 


Therefore, we, the citizens of Fresno, 


in maaa meeting assembled, do earnestly 
protest against the passage of any bill 
which would restrict in any manner the 
right of the people to control the licens- 
ing of saloons or prohibiting them ii: 
any county or incorporated town or city

are "enlarging their phylacteries," so to 
speak. They are showing grc;it enter- 
prise. 


Yesterday when tlio board of super- 


visors met they wore amazed to see their 
room lilted with old Mexicans, men and 
women, ranging in age from perhaps 
seventy to well-nigh one 
hundred. 


Mtmy of them hud never before he-en 
suon in Fresno, ao far us any one could 
remember, and the presence of so many 
of them »t OIK* time uxt.iit.ful no email 
curiosity. Thu supervisor* were as much 
in the dark as anybody as to what it 
meant.

pensions. They told their story, from 
which it was learned that warrant 
shavers had limited up all the nged

$lf> p»r month if thny would 


apply. They wore tho more easily pur- 
snadcd to this because u few very old 
ivnd poor Mexicans have been receiving 
aid from tho county, ami the others 
thought they could got help ill so for tho 
asking. 


The supervisors had a hard time ex- 


plaining to tht;::; that they had been 
deceived. Some of them could not un- 
derstand how it was, and thought they 
should ti.ik tho more persistently, and 
thus it went on the greater jmrt of the 
day. 
These aged Mexicans are not 


paupers. They may not ho very rich, 
but they are nearly all in easy circum- 
stances, and are well provided for ut 
their humble homes.

No 
work is more healthful than turpentine 
mating, for it is all out of doors in tho 
depths of tho balmy, health giving pines, 
freo from the malaria of tho swamps 
and from sudden changes of weatjior.—
